Big Air 
Raid Over 
North State 


Everything from Flying Box- 
cars to modern Jets were spot- 
ted over Charlevoix county. dur- 
ing the 36-hour air alert Friday 
night, Saturday and part of Sun- 


' day. 


It was a big United States 
and Canadian airforce maneu- 
ver called “Operation Check- 
point,” which sent local de- 
fense directors into action for 
the first time in many months. 


The Grand Rapids air raid de- 
fense filter center took part in 
the action—largest joint air de- 
fense maneuver of United States 
‘and Canada this month. 

Charlevoix county _ defense 
director Joseph Wilkins, of East 
Jordan, said the big air craft 
maneuver came as a surprise to 
most people to put an element of 
realism into the defending ac- 
tion. 

As the many planes flew 
over northern Michigan, de- 
fense posts in many cities re- 
ported the craft directly to 
the Grand Rapids filter center 
in simulated attack action. 

Director Wilkins said the 
Charlevoix county ground obser- 
vation corps did a “grand job.” 

The East Jordan post was 
manned for 86 hours by mem- 
bers of the American Legion Au- 
xiliary Unit 227, 

In the absence of an observa- 
tion tower the members did a 
big job in reporting so many air- 
craft to the Grand Rapids center. 

Director Wilkins had nine ob- 
servation posts operating around 
Charlevoix county for the 36- 


‘hour period. . 


He was informed by the Grand 
Rapids filter center that Char- 
levoix county had done a “grand 
job” in observing the many 
planes and reporting them as 
they flew over the territory. 

The planes included: Fly- 
ing boxcars, B-29 heavy bom- 
bers, B-26 light bombers, Jets 
and troop transports and pri- 
vate and commercial craft. 


Firemen are asking residents 
how they would like to have the 
department fighting their own 
house fire with a hose that might 
fail on them. 


The incident occurred. Monday 
night when the department, for 
practice, burned a house belong- 
ing to the East. Jordan school 
district. It was done for the pur- 
pose of disposal. .of. the building.

EVERYTHING went fine, the 
department said. “except. -that 
three East Jordan citizens drove 
their automobiles over the de- 
partment’s new. expensive..-fire 
hose. This hose cost the taxpay- 
ers $2.15 per foot.” 


In many cities: the policy .is 
that anyone running a car over 
the fire hose must buy a new 
50 foot length in addition to pay- 
ing a fine. 


The department said: “We do 
not like to. start..this policy in 
East Jordan. But if this. condit- 
ion re-occurs, it.can be done.” 


The cooperation of the pub- 
lic will be greatly appreciated 
in this matter, the department 
said. : sae ; 


Hereafter, on all city fires, 
there will be two trucks going 
out. And the department asks 
that all motorists keep their cars 
at the curb. 


The firemen reminded citizens 
also that the law states that all 
cars shall pull to the curb and 
stop when they hear the truck 
siren. .

The main vlan of the scholarships is to aid the youth for better 
farm living and no person should take advantage of. it if they do not 
‘intend to make good use of the education. 

In Charlevoix county these short courses are made possible by the 
State Rank of East Jordan and Boyne City, the Charlevoix County 
State Bank and the Charlevoix State Savings Bank.
